How Do You Feel About It?

AM going to ask 
. I you to do some- 
’ thing. It is pos- 
sible that when you 
read this you will be 
on a crowded bus, in 
an office, waiting in 
a station, or in your 
own kitchen with 
your family. So you 
may have to wait until you find a moment when 
you can be alone to do what I am going to ask 
of you. But when you do have a moment, go to 
where there is a mirror. Before looking in the 
mirror read the following words over several 
times until they become firmly fixed in your mind. 
“I am alive, alert, awake, joyous, and enthusiastic 
about life.” Now as you stand in front of the 
mirror look at your reflection and speak these 
words. 

Do you look alive? Do your eyes reflect the 
light? Are the corners of your mouth turned up? 
Are you alert? Do you look interested and inter- 
esting? Are you awake? So many of us are 
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“asleep” to the good we have the power to radi- 
ate. Are you joyous? Do you look like a happy 
person? Are you enthusiastic? Are you ready to 
accept the good challenges of life and living? 
You have repeated these words before the mir- 
ror. Now close your eyes and think about the 
words. Alive! Alert! Awake! Joyous! Enthusiastic! 
Feel these words. Your back straightens, your 
shoulders relax into perfect posture. Tensions are 
gone and new poise replaces them. You are ready 
to meet your good. Open your eyes and look 
again into the mirror, and speak the words, “I 
am alive, alert, awake, joyous, and enthusiastic 
about life.” This time let the words ring out! You 
are not saying these words to make them true, 
you are saying them because they are true. You 
cannot help but look alive because you feel alive. 
If we say the words, “Alive, alert, awake, joy- 
ous, enthusiastic” without giving them any real 
thought or feeling, they will leave us just as they 
found us. We can say the words “Alive, alert, 
awake, joyous, and enthusiastic about life” and 
become a new person. What is the difference? 
What we put into the words makes the difference. 
Our feeling for the words and the ideas they ex- 
press makes the words come alive. If you would 
be more conscious of the life that strengthens and 
heals, if you would be more alert to the oppor- 
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tunities for good that abound right at hand, if 
you would be more awake to your own divine po- 
tential, if you would be more expressive of the 
joy of living, if you would be more enthusiastic 
about life, speak your words with feeling. Feel 
the words you speak. 

Consider how Jesus must have spoken His 
words. Can you believe that He called Lazarus 
from the tomb with less than the voice of com- 
plete authority. Can you imagine His speaking 
the word that multiplied the loaves and fishes in 
a fearful flat tone. Can you believe that He would 
have uttered any word of prayer without feel- 
ing the meaning of the word and transmitting 
the feeling to those who listened. Jesus must 
surely have made His every spoken word ring 
with feeling and conviction. 

When we speak words of Truth we are up- 
lifted. We catch a new vision of ourselves and 
others. We have a new spirit and a new purpose, 
for power is given to our positive words through 
the feeling and the faith we place in them. What 
we believe we feel, what we feel we express. 

When we read words of Truth, when we speak 
words of Truth let us make them a real part of 
ourselves. Certainly the DaiLy Worp affirmations 
should be used with feeling and faith. If the 
word for the day is one of healing we can make 
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it so come alive in us that we feel healthy, re- 
newed, perfected. If the word for the day‘is one 
of peace, we can lay hold of this idea and make 
it a part of us so that we feel peaceful with our- 
selves, our families, our friends, our associates, 
with all the world.
